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Ambulance  Service 


I give  below  the  report  of  the  Ambulance  Officer,  together  with  a statistical  summary 
of  the  year’s  work  m this  service.  y 

The  reduction  of  cases  for  the  previous  year  was  not  maintained  for  1955  and 
there  is  an  overall  increase  ot  2,029  cases  over  1954. 

For  comparison  purposes  it  should  be  noted  that  the  increase  is  entirely  with

mJ°  consideration  aguin  raises  the  question  of  ‘ Hospital  Co-operation/ 
and  it  bitting  ( ase  vehicles  are  definitely  necessary  in  every  case.  I do  feel  that  the 
attention  of  all  Doctors  and  Hospital  Authorities  should  be  drawn  to  the  continued 
increased  use  of  vehicles  for  this  class  of  work.  It  has  on  many  occasions  been  mentioned 
m Ministry  of  Health  Circulars  that  the  use  of  ambulance  vehicles,  (Sitting  case  vehicles) 
should  not  be  used  where  persons  are  able  to  use  public  transport. 

l9QQ?9nnu  tlle  ■veai,  ,tllerf  w,ere,  t7,627  calls  answered,  28,297  persons  carried  and 
!29’912  milf  covered  by  the  Ambulance  Service.  The  latter  figure  of  mileage  shows  a 
reduction  of  7,055  miles  over  1954.  6 


Radio  Control  continues  to  add  to  the  very  efficient  working  of  the  Ambulance 
C.ei\  ice.  VV  ithout  such  means  of  communication  the  present  number  of  staff  and  vehicles 
" o, . be  insufficient  to  answer  the  calls  made  upon  the  Service.  Therefore  the  cost  of 
radio  equipment,  maintenance  and  licences  is  off-set  by  the  saving  in  staff  and  vehicles. 
A good  example  of  vehicle  control  by  radio  was  instanced  during  the  visit  of  H.M  The 
Queen  and  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  on  the  3rd  May,  1955,  when  ten  ambulances 
were  placed  at  selected  sites  in  the  City.  As  calls  were  received  the  vehicle  stationed 
to  the  nearest  point  was  directed  by  radio  to  attend  the  accident,  without  having  to 
nnd  a.  way  through  the  large  number  of  people  who  were  lining  the  streets. 


. 77k'  Flying  Squad  Maternity  Unit  continues  to  be  of  high  prioritv  and  is  proving 
of  immense  value  for  this  class  of  Emergency  work.  Although  the  calls  upon  the 
Ambulance  Service  are  not  numerous  it  may  mean  that  an  ambulance  with  two  men 
could  be  away  from  the  Station  for  several  hours. 


During  the  year  235  patients  were  conveyed  by  train  from  the  City  to  Hospitals, 
konyalescent  Homes  and  home  addresses  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  A check  on  what 
would  have  approximately  been  the  vehicle  mileage  if  such  a system  was  not  in  being, 
shows  that  over  40,000  miles  would  have  been  covered  with  approximately  2,000  man 
hours  involved.  I should  once  again  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  ready 
co-operation  by  all  the  staff  of  the  British  Railways  concerned.  Also,  to  the  female 
members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  who  give  so  much  of  their  valuable  time  as 
Dscoits  to  the  patients  conveyed  by  train.  The  small  number  of  ladies  who  can  under- 
take this  class  of  work  means  that  their  services  are  frequently  called  on,  always  with 
a ready  response.  ' 1 


The  22  seater  Omnibus  that  was  purchased  in  1954,  has  proved  of  immense  value 
to  the  Service.  Apart  from  conveying  children  on  mental  health  work,  it  is  also  used 
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for  taking  the  disabled  and  blind  persons  to  their  respective  centres.  During  the  y ear 
this  vehicle  covered  11,479  miles. 

During  the  year  one  Head  Driver  and  one  Driver  Attendant  left  the  Ambulance 
Service.  One  Driver  Attendant  was  promoted  to  Head  Driver  and  men  appointed 
to  fill  the  two  vacancies.  All  personnel  have  passed  their  re-examination  in  First  Aid. 

On  the  26th  January,  1955  the  direct  telephone  line  from  the  Royal  Hospital, 
Southgate  Street,  to  the  Ambulance  Station  was  installed  and  has  proved  a great  time- 
saving factor,  apart  from  the  saving  in  telephone  charges  for  calls  made. 

The  Gloucestershire  County  Ambulance  Service  took  over  the  southern  section  of 
the  City  Ambulance  Area,  (parishes  of  Whitminster,  Arlingham,  Fretherne-with-Saul 
and  Frampton),  with  effect  from  the  1st  October,  1955. 

The  voluntary  week-end  duties  at  the  Ambulance  Station  have  been  carried  out 
by  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
with  every  satisfaction,  and  their  work  is  very  much  appreciated.  Herewith  is  a summary 
of  the  years’  duties  : —

Civil  Defence  Training  has  proceeded  during  the  year  with  Driving  Instruction  and 
Exercises.  The  Exercises  were  most  satisfactory  and  gave  the  volunteers  good  practice. 
Another  section  has  been  included  in  the  Ambulance  side  of  Civil  Defence,  called  the 
Casualty  Collection  Section.  I attended  a full  Ambulance-Casualty  Collection  Section 
course  at  the  Home  Office  Civil  Defence  School,  at  Falfield,  Glos.  in  December,  and 
qualified  as  an  Instructor.  Arrangements  will  be  made  in  the  coming  year  for  the 
training  of  Local  Instructors  to  implement  the  full  training  of  the  Volunteers. 

On  three  occasions  during  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  request  the  attendance  of 
the  City  Fire  Brigade  with  their  special  Lifting  Equipment  to  assist  at  accidents  where 
vehicles  had  to  be  lifted  to  free  the  injured  persons.  Their  ready  response  was  very 
much  appreciated. 

I wish  to  mention  that  the  Hospital  Car  Service  drivers  continue  to  be  always 
willing  to  undertake  the  removal  of  sitting  cases,  and  this  gives  me  every  satisfaction. 

Careful  watch  is  maintained  to  operate  the  Ambulance  Service  as  economically  as 
possible  without  in  any  way  impairing  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  that  this  Service 
is  now  recognised  by.  Although  no  new  vehicles  were  purchased  during  the  year,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  make  replacements  during  the  coming  year  both  with  Ambulances 
and  Sitting  Case  vehicles.”

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Mass  Radiography  discovers  about  30%  of  our  new  cases.  Though  it  is  a matter  of 
concern  that  83%  of  cases  picked  up  by  Mass  Radiography  are  in  the  moderately 
advanced  state,  it  is  obviously  doing  an  immense  service  m detecting  cases  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  community  and  enabling  us  to  treat  them,  educate  them  and  handle  their  contacts. 
The  proverb  about  the  horse  and  the  stable  door  is  relevant. 

In  the  last  seven  years  there  have  been  three  phases  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
The  era  from  1949  onwards  when  chemotherapy  - used  on  a widespread  scale,  usually 
for  a relatively  short  period  on  a patient  — showed  dramatically  satisfactory  results, 
but  was  followed  too  frequently  by  relapse.  Consequently,  in  the  succeeding  period 
chemotherapy  came  to  be  regarded  as  the  means  to  subdue  widespread  and  acute  lesions 
as  a necessary  prelude  to  c collapse  ’ or  surgical  treatment.  The  present  era  is  that  of 
prolonged  chemotherapy  and  a rather  decreased  tendency  to  resort  to  surgery.  The 
decision  on  the  correct  line  of  treatment  for  the  individual  patient  is  often  exceedingly 
difficult  - the  factors  of  minimising  the  period  of  invalidism,  avoidance  of  relapse  and 
conserving  good  lung  function  needing  careful  assessment  and  a>  good  deal  of  mutual 
consultation  between  the  medical  team. 

Two  lines  of  investigation  at  the  present  time  are  of  especial  interest ; the  current 
M.R.C.  trials  on  the  results  of  the  very  prolonged  treatment  of  chronic  phthisis  ; and 
investigations  into  the  value  of  cortisone  and  ACTH  (work  pioneered  in  this  country 
by  Lionel  Houghton)  in  the  treatment  of  the  more  acute  forms  of  phthisis,  and  in  tuber- 
culous meningitis. 

Less  fear  is  entertained  than  formerly  on  the  risks  of  drug-resistance.  It  has  been 
frequently  shown  that,  as  the  result  of  chemotherapy,  tubercle  bacilli  may  be  so 
attenuated  that,  though  present  in  the  sputum  or  in  operation  specimens,  they  have 
lost  vitality  to  the  extent  of  being  noil-virulent  or  incapableNof  growth  on  a culture 
medium.  This  is  very  far  from  supporting  the  suggestion  in  some  quarters  that  all 
resistant  bacilli  are  therefore  non-virulent.  Patients  frequently  die  of  progressive 
pulmonary  disease  whose  bacilli  have  long  since  become  resistant  to  the  usual  drugs  ; 
their  terminal  illness  can  be  in  consequence  of  great  danger  to  their  families  or 
attendants.  Whether  the  present  tendency  to  very  prolonged  treatment  is  going  to 
reduce  the  number  of  older  male  chronics  who  disseminate  tuberculosis,  or  render  them 
more  dangerous  to  the  community  as  being  disseminators  of  drug -resistant  bacilli, 
is  a yet  unsolved  problem.  Prom  the  routine  laboratory  tests  on  all  new  patients 
admitted  to  Sanatorium  we  have  little  evidence  in  this  area  that  they  have  been  infected 
with  drug-resistant  bacilli.  In  other  areas  a small  percentage  of  su<  h patients  is  found. 


Contact  Examination. 

Contact  Examinations  arising  out  of  City  Cases  notified  in  1955.

Obviously  not  too  much  significance  can  be  placed  in  comparing  these  two  years, 
Tut  the  figures  fit  in  with  the  general  tendency  for  the  known  notified  cases  to  be 
increasing  in  number  throughout  the  country.  This  is  largely  because  of  the  reduction 
in  the  death  rate  and  also  because  of  the  reluctance  on  the  clinicians’  side  to  de-notify 
patients  when  experience  shows  that  the  fibrotie  type  of  case,  being  still  a candidate  for 
relapse,  needs  following  up  for  very  many  years. 

The  most  important  figure  in  the  Register  of  Notified  Cases  is  the  number  of  chronic, 
infectious  patients  around  in  the  community  - the  known  disseminators  of  tuberculosis. 
This  number,  though  small,  is  tending  to  increase.  Of  the  42  chronic  infectious  cases 
14  are  well  enough  to  be  at  work.  10  patients  are  refusing  all  treatment  or  follow-up. 

Posthumous  Notifications. 

In  1954  three  cases  arose  in  the  City  : — 

(1)  A man  of  47  where  the  diagnosis  was  only  made  at  post  mortem. 

(2)  A man  of  79,  again  a post  mortem  diagnosis. 

(3)  A man  admitted  to  Sanatorium  from  H.M.  Prison  and  dying  within  a few  hours  of 

advanced  phthisis.  Having  no  fixed  abode  his  residence  was  attributed  to 
Gloucester. 
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In  1955  there  were  two  cases  : — 

(1)  A man  of  52  who  had  been  an  in-patient  in  a Mental  Hospital  for  2J  years  before 

death. 

(2)  A woman  of  77  who  died  in  Hospital  but  was  not  notified  there  as  she  was  thought 

to  have  been  notified  previously. 

Appropriate  contact  action  was  taken  in  all  the  above  cases  as  required.

Retrolental  Fibroplasia. 

No  new  case  was  notified  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

The  Home  Teacher  of  the  Blind  reports  as  follows  : — 

December  31st  marked  the  close  of  another  busy  year.  The  need  to  be  relieved 
oi  some  of  the  smaller,  but  nevertheless  essential  duties  had  become  acute. 

There  were  137  registered  blind  persons  in  the  City  - 60  males  and  77  females.  77 
of  these  were  over  the  age  of  65.  A baby  of  one  year  (a  Fibroplasia  case)  had  been 
transferred  to  us  from  the  Westminster  district.  There  were  two  children  in  the  11—15 
age  group  , a boy  at  the  Stoke  Park  Colony  with  multiple  defects,  and  a boy  awaiting 
admission  to  a suitable  school  for  children  with  additional  handicaps.  There  was  a 
16-year-old  girl  at  the  Royal  Normal  College  for  the  Blind,  and  a youth  of  18  had  been 
admitted  to  a course  of  Industrial  Rehabilitation  at  Manor  House,  Torquay.  Physically 
defective,  mentally  defective,  and  hard-of-hearing  cases  numbered  36.  In  addition, 
t lere  were  3 completely  deaf-blind  persons  (2  in  mental  hospitals)  wdrose  only  means  of 
communication  was  the  Deaf-Blind  Manual. 
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It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  20  of  our  people  were  engaged  in  whole-time  employment : 
1 Basketmaker,  (a  home  worker  under  the  Bristol  scheme);  1 Typist,  (employed  by  the 
Gloucestershire  County  Council)  ; 1 Tea  Agent ; 1 Shopkeeper  ; 9 Factory  Operatives  ; 
t i)?-u?*ers  ’ I Porter  ; 1 Telephone  Operator  ; 1 Air  Ministry  Training  Officer, 

n addition  there  were,  of  course,  busy  housewives  and  some  engaged  in  pass-time 
handicraft  work.  24  blind  persons  were  registered  as  Disabled  under  the  1944  D.P.  Act. 

The  partially -sighted  register  (kept  in  four  main  classes  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
Circular  32/51)  was  very  active  during  the  year,  but  on  December  31st  the  number  of 
registered  partially-sighted  persons  had  dropped  to  7 : a girl  of  nine  at  the  School  for 
the  Partially-Sighted,  Exeter  ; three  men  in  open  industry  ; and  three  elderly 
persons  likely  to  become  blind  within  four  years. 

During  the  year  under  review,  approximately  1,900  welfare  visits  were  paid.  Advice, 
practical  assistance,  or  instruction  was  given  on  almost  every  occasion.  This  was  a 
record  year  for  Braille  and  Moon  pupils,  and  several  new  Braille  readers  became  members 
of  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind. 

Newly -blind  persons  were  helped  to  re-adjust  themselves  to  their  disability.  Instruction 
was  given  in  handicrafts,  and  mobility  so  that  the  realisation  of  usefulness  could  be 
regained.  Attendance  at  handicraft  classes  and  social  gatherings  was  encouraged,  whereby 
contacts  with  others  similarly  handicapped  illustrated  achievements  and  gave  confidence. 
Advice  was  given  in  the  home,  not  only  to  the  newly-blind  person,  but  to  sighted 
relatives.  Emphasis  was  always  laid  on  the  individuality  of  the  blind  person. 

Employed  persons  were  not  visited  so  frequently,  but  the  full  welfare  service  was 
afforded  as  and  when  required. 

The  unemployed  and  elderly  blind  persons , some  of  whom  had  been  on  the  register 
for  many  years,  continued  to  need  a great  deal  of  time  and  attention.  Conditions 
changed  from  day  to  day,  particularly  with  the  deaf-blind.  What  they  were  able  to  do 
one  day  they  could  not  do  the  next.  It  was  necessary  to  be  watchful  in  order  to  seize 
opportunities  to  give  positive  help  and  instruction.  I refuse  to  believe  that  a home 
teacher  is  merely  a “ visitor  ’ to  the  elderly  and  unemployed  blind. 

Lonely  blind  persons  were  of  all  ages.  Some  had  outlived  their  families  and  friends, 
while  others,  for  temperamental  reasons,  lost  what  friends  they  had.  What  problems 
this  class  presented  ! 

Occupational  classes  were  held  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  afternoons,  and  a small 
class  on  Thursday  evenings  for  those  unable  to  attend  during  the  day.  This  form  of 
activity  continued  to  increase  in  popularity  and  attracted  pupils  from  our  highest  age 
groups.  Because  classes  were  far  too  large  for  one  teacher  to  manage,  it  was  very 
difficult  to  reach  a high  standard  of  work.  Nevertheless,  articles  were  usually  saleable. 
Several  prizes  were  won  in  the  handicraft  section  of  the  annual  Show  for  Blind  Gardeners 
held  in  Bristol  on  August  28th.  Baskets  were  more  attractive  because  1 had  discovered 
a successful  method  of  dyeing  centrecane  with  “ Tintex  ” purchased  at  Woolworths  at 
6d.  per  packet. 

A most  succesful  Savings  Club  was  run  by  one  of  my  voluntary  helpers  for  pupils 
attending  classes. 

A small  sale  organised  by  a committee  of  Toe  H in  July  enabled  us  to  dispose  of 
approximately  £5  worth  of  handicraft  articles,  and  over  £35  was  raised  at  our  sale  held 
at  Palmers  Hall  in  November. 

Part  of  the  cost  of  the  summer  outing,  and  of  a Christmas  party  for  handicraft 
pupils  was  met  from  the  handicraft  account.  The  outing  to  Cheddar  and  Weston-super- 


Mare  was  very  enjoyable.  Mr.  Crowe  (Home  Teacher  for  West  Somerset)  and  Mrs. 
Crowe  joined  our  party  for  tea  at  Weston.  The  Christmas  party  was  quite  successful  ; 
each  guest  was  given  a gift  token  worth  7s.  6d.  to  be  spent  at  the  Bon  Marche,  and  after 
tea  there  was  a programme  of  items  provided  by  guests  themselves. 

Holiday  needs  were  successfully  met  by  the  small  home  at  Clevedon,  4 4 The  Hall  ” 
at  Burnham-on-Sea,  44  The  Glynn  Vivian  Home”  Swansea,  and  44  Southerndown  ” near 
Bridgend.  Eight  people  went. 

The  44  Wireless  for  the  Blind  ” appeal  on  Christmas  day  was  again  successful,  and 
as  a result,  nine  new  wireless  sets  came  to  Gloucester  City.  The  cost  of  Radio  repairs 
and  H.T.  Batteries  was  met  from  voluntary  funds.  At  the  end  of  the  year  16  blind 
persons  owned  Television  sets. 

A certificate  was  issued  to  each  newly -registered  person  to  enable  him  to  obtain  a 
wireless  licence  free  of  charge  as  provided  by  the  Wireless  Telegraphy  Act  of  1926.  In 
July,  the  Postmaster-General  announced  the  reduction  of  £1  in  the  cost  of  television 
licences  for  registered  blind  persons. 

On  behalf  of  blind  people,  I would  like  to  express  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Work 
People  and  Staff  of  Messrs.  W.  T.  Nicholls  for  the  gift  of  a Talking  Book  machine.  This 
machine  was  purchased  from  weekly  contributions  made  by  each  workman  and  member 
of  the  staff.  The  Health  Dept,  now  owns  two  machines,  and  there  are  six  owned  by 
blind  persons.  Throughout  the  year,  the  Talking  Book  Library  service  was  excellent. 

The  Conference  arranged  by  the  College  of  Teachers  of  the  Blind  from  April  21st 
to  24th  was  most  successful  and  there  was  a wonderful  spirit  of  friendship  throughout. 

The  week-end  Refresher  Course  organised  by  the  Western  Regional  Association 
for  the  Blind  and  held  at  the  Exeter  Eye  Hospital,  and  the  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital 
was  most  interesting  and  educational.  Lectures  by  Professor  Sorsby  were  given  in 
language  easy  to  interpret. 

On  a Monday  evening  in  June,  1 accompanied  a group  of  blind  people  of  the  younger 
age  groups  to  the  home  of  Mr.  Alf.  Rich  who  had  offered  to  give  instruction  in  ballroom 
dancing  free  of  charge.  Within  five  minutes  of  meeting  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rich  everyone 
felt  at  ease,  and  after  a half  an  hour  each  pupil  had  mastered  the  first  steps  of  the  modern 
waltz.  Since  that  first  evening  weekly  classes  have  been  looked  forward  to  with  pleasure 
and  eagerness.  I am  very  grateful  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rich  not  only  for  the  hard  work 
they  have  put  into  these  classes  without  thought  of  payment,  but  for  their  tact  and 
understanding. 

On  behalf  of  blind  people,  I have  pleasure  in  acknowledging  the  valuable  help  given 
by  societies  and  charitable  organisations  including  the  Royal  Blind  Pension  Society, 
Blind  Man’s  Friend,  and  the  Musicians’  Benevolent  Society. 

I would  also  acknowledge  the  help  given  by  Regional,  Voluntary,  and  National 
organisations,  and  in  particular,  the  loyal  assistance  given  to  blind  people  and  to  myself 

by  voluntary  workers  who  have  given  so  much  of  their  time  and  energy  throughout 
the  year. 

I am  also  extremely  gratefid  to  denominational  organisations  for  the  little  parties 
aud  entertainments  provided  and  so  well  organised.  Even  transport  was  arranged. 

A special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  the  City  Ambulance  Department  for  the  excellent 
transport  service  provided  for  those  attending  regular  classes,  etc.”

Dancing  and  Singing  by  the  Flame  School  of  Dancing.  This  was  carried  out  by 
the  young  pupils  of  the  School  and  was  much  enjoyed  by  members  and  guests  alike. 

Two  1-Act  plays  were  read  and  were  well 
contrasted  and  really  suited  the  mood  of  the  audience.'  Both  were  presented  in  an 
expert  manner  and  were  well  cast. 


(f ) Talk  by  Mr.  Peter  Scott.  Mr.  Scott  needed  no  introduction  and  his  material  was 
well  chosen  to  suit  our  members.  It  was  with  regret  we  permitted  him  to  leave 
after  answering  a.  number  of  our  questions  on  bird  life. 

(il)  Outing  to  Tewkesbury.  This  was  at  the  invitation  of  members  of  the  R A 0 B 
at  lewkesbury.  A Concert  was  arranged  for  our  benefit  and  refreshment  was 
supplied  afterwards.  \\  e were  also  invited  to  remain  to  a dance,  but  this  proved 
to  be  impossible  owing  to  the  late  hour. 

(e)  Evening  four  of  South  Gloucestershire.  This  included  a visit  to  the  little  village 
ot  Synwell  \\  otton-under-Edge,  where  we  had  a break  for  an  hour  or  so  to  stretch 
our  legs.  1 hen  there  was  the  quiet  trip  home  in  the  moonlight. 

(/)  Annual  Outing.  This  time  to  Bournemouth.  This  meant  an  early  start  and  a 
rather  late  night  home.  During  the  visit  our  great  friend  Mr.  Palmer,  late  of  this 

City,  was  entertained  to  tea.  A really  excellent  outing  which  was  enjoyed  by  all 
who  were  able  to  go. 

These  are,  of  course,  only  a few  of  the  attractions  but  it  does  give  an  idea  of  the 
varied  programme  which  was  laid  on. 


A feature  of  our  outings  was  that  although  both  before  and  after  the  weather  had 
weather1 10°  g°°d’  durmg  our  trips  eveiT  case  we  had  fine,  and  during  the  day,  sunny 


During  the  Autumn  we  decided  to  try  our  hands  at  another  type  of  activity.  This 
was  the  game  of  skittles,  and  I must  say  that  it  has  been  with  some  success.  So  far  we 
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have  played  six  games  with  a variety  of  teams  and  have  only  lost  one  game.  Our 
opponents  normally  play  blindfolded  and  it  is  very  amusing  to  hear  the  words  “ Brush,” 
“ Whitewash  ” etc.,  meaning  no  score,  after  an  “ End  ” has  been  played  by  our 
opponent.  Our  main  difficulty  is  that  at  present  we  have  not  got  sufficient  players. 
So,  if  you  know  the  game,  or  would  like  to  try  it,  come  along  to  our  next  game. 

I have  tried  to  give  a small  picture  of  our  activities  over  the  past  year. 
Unfortunately,  not  all  of  them  have  been  well  supported  although  they  all  deserved  a 
well  filled  hall.  Perhaps  some  of  you  feel  it  is  not  the  type  of  entertainment  you  like  or 
that  you  had  not  sufficient  notice  of  the  programme.  If  so,  you  may  like  to  raise  the 
point  at  the  General  Meeting  - remember  it  is  your  Club. 

Organisation 

The  Committee  has  met  every  month  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of 
December.  Special  meetings  and  Sub-Committee  meetings  have  been  held  at  various 
times. 

At  all  meetings  the  attendance  has  been  good,  very  few  Committee  members  being 
absent  except  due  to  illness. 

Mr.  Dillon  was  invited  to  join  the  Committee  during  the  year.  He  accepted  but 
after  three  months  found  that  it  was  very  difficult  to  carry  on,  due  to  his  hours  of  work. 
It  was  with  reluctance  that  his  resignation  was  accepted. 

I would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  the  whole  of  the  Committee  for  their  co-operation 
and  for  the  hard  work  they  have  had  to  do  during  the  year. 

I wish  to  pay  a special  tribute  to  Mrs.  Trigg  for  the  work  she  has  done  in  Committee 
and  also  for  her  untiring  efforts  to  satisfy  the  inner  needs  of  Committee  and  Members 
alike.

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Tuberculosis. 

Between  October  1954  and  May  1955,  5 cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  occurred 
in  pupils  attending  a Senior  Girls  School  in  Gloucester. 

The  first,  a girl  of  13,  was  diagnosed  in  October  1954  after  3 months  illness  and 
absence  from  school.  The  second,  a girl  aged  14,  having  no  demonstrable  contact  in 
or  out  of  school  with  the  first  case,  was  picked  up  during  a Mass  X-ray  survey  of  school- 
leavers  (she  was  one  of  these)  in  November  1954.  (During  this  survey  school  contacts 
of  case  1 were  X-rayed  with  negative  results).  The  third  case,  aged  14,  a classmate 
of  the  second  case,  was  notified  in  March  1955.  The  fourth  case,  aged  14,  a case  of 
primary  (i.e.  recent  and  symptomless)  infection  was  found  in  March  1955  as  a result 
of  a comprehensive  X-ray  of  all  school  pupils  and  school  teaching  staff  and  school 
canteen  staff.  She  had  had  no  demonstrable  contact  with  any  other  case  in  school,  at 
the  time  that  she  must  have  been  infected.  The  fifth  case  (which  is  included  in  the 
series  although  there  is  a doubt  whether  it  should  be)  was  a girl  who  had  left  the  school 
in  July  1954,  had  no  further  subsequent  contact  with  the  school  or  pupils  and  did  not 
fall  ill  till  April  1955. 

In  every  case,  as  it  occurred  a routine  investigation  of  contacts,  in  co-operation 
with  the  Chest  Physician,  and  a search  for  possible  sources  of  infection,  was  made. 
Briefly  it  may  be  said  that  cases  1 and  4 had  had  contact  with  the  disease  (possibly 
of  significance)  among  friends  or  relations  outside  the  school.  Case  3 had  a remote, 
possibly  irrelevant,  family  history  ; cases  2 and  5 had  no  discoverable  contacts  outside 
the  school. 

Cases  2 and  3 came  from  the  same  school  class,  and  could  have  been  epidemiologic- 
ally  related,  but  there  was  no  evidence  'primci  facie  of  a common  source  of  infection 
inside  the  school  for  all  cases.  But  while  the  number  of  cases  was  small  enough  and  the 
incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  young  girls  in  Gloucester  is  large  enough,  to 
justify  the  conclusion  that  the  occurrence  of  these  cases  was  an  effect  of  random 
distribution,  this  explanation  obviously  could  not  be  accepted  until  the  possibility  of  a 
common  source  had  been  rigidly  excluded. 

In  addition  to  a thorough  investigation  into  school  routine  and  the  movements  of 
pupils  and  staff,  it  was  decided  that  every  pupil  in  the  school  and  every  member  of  the 
stall  should  be  considered  and  excluded  as  a possible  source  of  infection.  The  disin- 
clination of  some  pupils  to  be  X-rayed  and  the  multitude  of  possible  causes  for  school 
absence  and  for  missing  appointments,  meant  that  a large  number  of  X-ray  sessions  and 
hospital  visits  had  to  be  arranged,  calling  for  much  patience  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
Chest  Physicians’  staff,  the  Hospital  stall  and  the  Headmistress.  During  the  Spring 
of  1955,  however,  all  the  pupils  in  the  school,  all  the  canteen  stall,  all  the  teaching  staff 
(including  the  part-time  music  teacher)  and  the  school  caretaker  and  his  wife  were 
X-rayed.  All  were  exonerated. 

It  should  perhaps  be  added  that  possible  sources  of  infection  other  than  an  “open” 
case  of  the  disease  had  been  examined  and  were  discounted  on  epidermiological 
investigation. 

Modifications  in  the  school  routine  to  minimise  risks  of  disease  were  made  and  a 
mass  miniature  X-ray  examination  of  all  pupils  and  stall,  termly,  was  arranged  for  the 
future. 

No  more  cases  of  Tuberculosis  occurred  in  the  school  during  1955.
